Claims 45-56 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 03/31/05. 

Drawings

Scholten et al., disclose variable air volume environmental 
management system comprising a controlled device (damper) that can be actuated to 
change the control variable; a sensor 18/32 for measuring the control variable; and a 
microcontroller 10 configured for executing computer executable instructions; receiving 
a measurement from the sensor 18/32 actuating the controlled device (damper). 'See 
Fig. 1 and 2, abstract, column 4, line 21 to column 8, line 38.
